Two fishermen were prosecuted by Sergeant 
Sims for cruelty to a dog. The Sergeant in- 
formed his Worship that the defendants tied a 
rope round the animal's neck, hung it over the 
side of their boat and proceeded to heat it to 
death with poles. As a rule, when Chinese 
killed a dog for food, they did so without 
unnecessary cruelty. The defendants said they 
were killing the animal to eat, and were doing 
soin that particular way ic order not to lose 
the blood. The fishermen were ordered to pay 
a fine of $5 each, 

It is reported that in defence to a joint 
telegram of ex-Grand Secretary Wang Weén- 
shao and ex-Governor Lu Yuan-ting, on behalf 
of the whole population of Chékiang province, 
their Excellencies Yuan Shih-kai, P'a Ting and 
Chén Pib approached Prince Ching on the 
tubject of repudiating the proposed loan from 
the British Corporation.

Bad harveata 
have made the people discontented, and they 
fall a ready prey to any one offering them a 
prospect, however nebulous, of an improvement 
in their worldly affaire, When these promises 
ars backed by something substantial in the 
way of casb, they are ready for anything. The 
anarchists, or anti-monarchists who hatch plots 
in Hongkong are quick to see this, and their 
agents have been busy lately in the Haifaog 
prefecture. Money has been distributed, and 
an active propaganda hag been in progress, 
The District Magistrate lost his heal: figara- 
tively speaking, the other day, and precipitated 
panic by closing the city gates in consequence 
of a rumour that the English from Hongkong 
were about to make an attack upon the place. 

On November 4th (Constable Lenagban went 
to a house in Salt Fish Lane, West Point, in 
search of gamblers. He found the hiding placa 
of a party, and had rather an unpleasant 
experience in trying to enter, In a cornerof 
one of the roome a number of baskets and boxes 
were stowed, apparently without care. But on 
examining these carefully the constable found 
that they formad a room, and after a search he 
found an entrance just large enough t> allow a 
man to squeeze thr-ugh, Within he saw a num- 
ber of gamblers, and decided to enter their abode. 
When about half way through the opening 
some Chinese on the outside pulled some of the 
lower baskets away, and down came the pile on 
the top of the constable and his quarry. It 
was about five minutes before he could extricate 
himself, and then his first thought was of the 
men he was there to arrest. He succeeded in 
securing eight, but the keepers made th-ir 
escape. The players were charged before Mr. 
C.D. Melbourne at the Polica Court yesterday, 
and fined >2 apiece. 

The Japan Chroniele tells a rather amusing 
story, and one wonders if it could not have been 
duplicated on occasion in China, A foreigner 
wanting some visiting cards printed, with his 
name ‘in Eoglish letters on one side, and in 
Japanese characters on the other, took as a 
sample a card which he happened to have in 
his possession. It was the card of s well-known 
Japanese baron. He explained that he wanted 
his name on one side in English, and on the 
other in Japanese “like this,” indicating the 
Baron's card. The prioter printed the for- 
eigner's name on one side in English as 
instruoted and the Baron's name in Japanase on 
the other! One day there wasa grand dinner 
at the Occidental Hotel, Kobe, attended by 
certain individuals interested: in horve racing.

China affords an instructive instance of 
how difficult it is for a nation that har once 
let go adrift the instinct of self administra- 
tion to recover its lost ground. Long 
centuries of delegation of all its powers to a 
central government has atrophied the con- 
sultive faculties of the nation at large; while 
the fact that it had no neighbours sufficient- 
ly advanced in the arts of civilisation to act 
as a check on its own extravagances 
insenaibly had the effect of lowering the 
official tone of the whole. One after another 
the European nations are discovering the 
weak points of the government, and under 
retence of setting things to right are 
eading up to still further complications. 
China is sensitive of the fact that affairs are 
not going properly, and that now and then 
her neighbours, seeing her weaknes:, take the 
opportunity of encroaching; and, having 
once gained a footing, prepare to make it 
good as a fulcrum for further interference. 
China, in fact, has xvery good ground of 
complaining of the continual supercession 
of her “sovereign rights,” but she forgets 
on the otber hand that complaints of this 
nature, without the ability to correct them, 
are really only acting asau advertisement of 
her weakness and holding out an invitation 
to still greater encroachments in the near 
future. An instructive instance of this 
phase has recently occurred with regard to 
the Post Office, to which subject we have 
referred once already. It is of sufficient 
moment, however, to warrant the fullest 
discussion. Except to despatch its own 
couriers and keep its higher officials inform- 
ed of the course of affairs as well as of the 
orders of the Imperial Government, China 
had not risen to a conception of a postal 
service; and the vast body of commercial 
intelligence necessary for carrving on the 
commerce of the Empire at large, was 
carried by private institutions, who kept 
their own couriers and often competed with 
the government in the diffusion of general 
news. Under the circumstances the establish- 
ment at the various ports of foreign 
branch post: offices for the distribution of 
letters carried by the various mail services 
became a matter of absolute necessity. 
Again on the arrival of letters at the ports 
where alone the mail steamers called, there 
was absolutely no regular way by which the 
mails could be conveyed further to the 
lesser ports where foreign business was 
carried on. In the old days the letters 
were received by the large houses direct 
from the steamers, but with the growth 
of the foreign residents, and the fact 
that many were not directly interested 
in business and had no. agencies, 
business nor otherwise, with the large 
mercantile establishments, the distribution 
of letters became a difficulty. For a time 
the foreign municipalities at the various 
ports acted as distributers, but the almost 
entire absence of co-operation and the waut 
of due supervision and system when each 
petty municipality became a law to itself 
soon showed that something better was 
needed. It was under such conditions that 
Sir Roperr Harr made the first approaches 
to an Imperial Post Office to be directly 
under the control of the central government 
as represented by the Imperial Maritime 
Customs. Of the various post offices started 
under municipal control the only one that 
exhibited any approach to orgauisation was 
that at Shanghai, and so far as it went, it 
certainly met a want, and was trustworthy ; 
the same could not be said of the others, 
which were for the most part merely 
amateurish with no proper staffs. Sir K.

If the Chinese with all 
their shrewdness and knowledge of their 
own countrymen are unable to deal with 
them, the chances of any foreign govern- 
ment, however good, being alile to do so are 
at least very problematical. Our experience 
in this respect in the Straits Settlements, 
with the ‘Ghee-Shing” and “'To-Pei 
Kong” societies is certainly not encourag- 
ing, and the difficulty there is, of course, 
infinitesimal as compared with the ex- 
tensive secret societies in China itself, whose 
force might be directed against. any foreign 
conqueror as it is now exerted against the 
Chinese Government. This difficulty has of 
late become appreciated to something like ifs 
true extent by European nations; but it is 
by no means the only ene which stares them 
in the face. A partition of China, though 
it might be effected amicably amoung foreign 
nations at the time, would before long be- 
come a constant source of friction and jea- 
lousy among the foreign nations themselves, 
and, in this way would lkad to a danger of 
the disturbance of the peace, far more 
serious than any that is iikely to arise 
through the fault of the Chinese Govern. 
ment, even as it now is. These and other 
considerations of the same kind have very 
mouch reduced the attractiveness of a policy 
of annexation in China; and the feeling at 
the present time is adverse {0 any, such idea. 
There is, of covrse, the danger that under 
such circumstances, an cpening might he 
left for Japan to do what Earopean nations 
ure wisely averse tu attempting. Under such 
circumstances, the conventions which have 
been arrived at with Japan, as to respecting 
the integrity of China, are manifestly iu 
the interests of peace, at all events for 
many years tocome. The surprise perhajs 
is that Japan should have been so ready to 
enter into such understandings, which, if 
she harboured any ideas of annexations in 
China,as is so much suspected, are manifestly 
a restraint upon her. Why the Chinese 
should have objected! to conventions, which 
are so obviously to her advantage, it is very 
difficult to understand. The effect of them 
is to give her every oppurtunity of effecting 
the improvements in her internal admini- 
stration, which she declares herself ready 
to inaugurate, but they render it necessary 
for her to make a genuine effort in tuis 
direction, and to honestly face the danger 
to her integrity which hus so long existed 
and which is within and uot without. If 
the internal administration of China is 
gradually improved she will be able to 
hold her own and to maintain her position 
among the nations of the world. The ouly 
thing that will prevent this would be 
another great rising such as the Tai 
Ping Rebellion which would break up, 
her integrity from within ; aud ofthis she is { 
fully aware. This danger can be averted by ;

. CHINESE RAILWAY SCHEMES.

But a few days ago we spoke of the habit 
of the Chinese of protesting, with or without 
reuson, asainst what they conaidere | foreign 

‘innovations, without taking thought as to 
their purpose or incidence. That in many 
instauces they had reason on their side we 
showed in the instance of the Post Office, 
though even here, as in so many other 
instances, the cause really came from their 
oan ueglect to take into consideration a 
glaring want. A more’ remarkable instance 
of the ingrained habit of protesting with or

> malcontents, who exist in China as ia every 
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without reason, which becomes in tlese 
matters a matter of quite secondary con- 
sideration, is afforded in the opposition to 
the alleged “forced” loan for the purpose 
of constructing the main railway line from 
Soochow by way of Hangchow to Ningpo. 
Now if this opposition were the genuine 
outcome of national or patriotic feeling wa 
should be bound, however much we dis- 
sented from it, to treat it with respect; but 
its very wildness and the methods adopted 
to keep it alive demonstrate how little there 
is of what can be considered genuine about 
the whole affair. I¢ is, in fact, as the whole 
of the ‘‘ Boxer’’ movement of 1900, simply 
the artificial product of a small band of 


other country under the sun where dis- 
affection is played with and made a pet of 
and the inciting motive is not so much 
dislike to the foreigner in person, as the 
antipathy of the reactionary to change of 
any sort, especially if likely to be beneficial. 
Doubtless, as in all movements of the sort, 
the individuals who permit themselves to be 
made most promineut and who always appear 
on the surface of these so-called popular 
reactions, are not by any means the origin- 
al instigators ; that is a role undertaken by 
&@ more dangerous, because concealed, class 
of recusants who take good care to keep 
themselves in a safe obscurity. The foolish 
young men who threaten suicide as a proof 
of their sincerity are more generally dupes 
thao sinners, and the present instance is 
only following the ordinary rule of popular 
agitations. Except in the minds of a few 
reactionaries who would willingly see China 
return tothe state of semi-barbarism to which 
she was brought by the corrupt rule of the 
feeble successors of Kienlung in the first 
half of the last century, there is a general 
consensus of native opinion that what the 
empire most needs is to have its communi- 
cations, allowed to fall into disorder through 
misgovernment, put into order; and as 
the only means of accomplishing this is 
by making railways, railways themselves 
are in favour. So much is this the case 
that the mischief makers amongst the 
reactionaries find it a hopeless task to 
inveigh against the railways themselves, 
so have had to change their plans. It is 
always an easy task in any homogeneous 
country to raise an outcry against the 
foreigner as such, and China is no exception 
to the rule, and as under existing conditions 
the people at large have in business matters 
no eonfidence in their own goveruing classes, 
the reactionaries knowing that the placing 
of railways in official hands implies their 
eae eon till St. Tibb’s eve, they 

ave been skillfully playing upon this 
autiforeign element. The movement has, 
in fact, for its object not to induce the 
pope to rally round their own kith and 

in in the construction of the main lines, 
but to put an end to the building of railways 
altogether. As to what is certain to occur 
in entrusting their own money in official 
hands we have a pretty plain object lesson 
in the Canton-Hankow line. Here, it is 
true, the Chinese had a good cause of com- 
plaint against the original conceasionaires. 
The right to make this most important of 
the main railway lines had been granted 
under certain stipulations to the representa- 
tives of certain American capitalists; one 
of these stipulations was that without 
consent the acquired rights could not be 
surrendered nor transferred; such clauses 
occur in every lease, and are in such a 
transaction practically essential. Ignoring 
these clauses altogether, the Syndicate after 
delaying beyond the stipulated peribd for 
commencing, without consulting the Chinese 
Government, made a contract to sell their 
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concession to the same Ruaso-Belgian 
syndicate as had made the line from Hankow 
to Peking. In addition to this being ultra 
vires, the Chinese Government had its own 
reasonable objections to the southern line 
falling into the same hands, but instead of 
going in a atraitforward way to excercise 
its rights under the agreement, it encouraged 
its people in a cry of China for the Chinese, 
and the cancelling of the contract iu 
obedience to what was practically mob law. 
Subscriptions were invited from the masses 
as a patriotic meagure, and a_ sort of 
inchoate scrip was issued. How much 
money was raised in this way cannot be 
correctly ascertained, but the very first 
action of the managers who worked the 
affair was to put the money in private 
hands and appoint their own friends to 
“manage” it as a semi-official affair. No 
accounts have been kept nor rendered, and 
it almost goes without saying that no steps 
have been taken to apply thea money col- 
lected to tha making of the railway. The 
subscribers have tried to assert their 
right to appoint their own directors, but 
on o pretence or other no _ progress 
has béen made, and to all appearance 
the whole of the money has _ been 
applied to other purposes; but what does 
not appear, for according to Chinese practice, 
an official can never be asked to account 
for the receipts of his office. So has fared 
the first attempt of the Chinese to build 
their own railways. We may for a moment 
cast a glance at the other side, and see in 
what respect the Chinese peop! have lost in 
having their lines built for them on loan. 
The first instance of this is the Chili Line, 
stretching from Peking to Shun-hai-kwan. 
This has been carried out honestly anid 
cheaply; practically it is managed by the 
Chinese Government, only the permanent 
way and the engineering works which remain 
as security for the advance till it is repaid 
being under foreiga control. That the 
public are badly served, whether they are 
English or Chinese, is a matter of notoriety, 
but beyond such interference as shall secure 
the keeping up of their security, the English 
representatives do not appear un the scene. 
Very much the same may be said of the line 
from Peking to Hankow where the line is left 
as much as possible to the Chinese staff, 
subject only to the necessary supervision 
to secure the regular payment of interests 
accrued. 

Finally, ia the last of the lines, which is 
not yet completed, that from Shanghai to 
Nanking, we find every effort made to fill 
every appointment possible with Uhinese. 
The line having to serve the richest district 
in the Empire has been undertaken on a 
liberal scale, and the permanent way and 
rolling stock are of first class construction, 
equal in fact to the best lines in Hogland, 
Having the advantage of home experience, 
and being as a pioneer line free from the 
trammels that surround the construction of 
aline in Exgland, the loading guage has 
been made some two feet higher, and con- 
siderably more width left betweea the up 
and down tracks, and this bas enabled the 
engines and carriages to be both wider and 
higher than at home. Every engineer who 
knows how much English railways are 
hampered in these respects can understand 
the enormous advantage thus gained in the 
first instance at little increased capital 
expenditure. Thia, however, had by certain 
mischief-makers been brought up as a 
complaint against the minagement, forget- 
ting that the contractors for the line have 
had to supply the money as well as the 
construction, and have felt suffitieat coné- 
dence in the undertaking to justify them 
in the extra expenses. The board of 
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managoment of the line is half Chinese and 
half English so that each item of expendi- 
ture ia uodertaken with the full knowledge 
of both, and all items of iacome and expendi- 
ture and all details of traffic come before 
both. As the line ia not yet completed, as 
a matter of necessity the working of the 
line is entirely under the control of the Eng- 
lish stiff, but, of course, when the engineer: 
ing works are all completed it will gradually 
ass over to the Chinese ataff, as that 
cece more practised in the economical 
working of the railway generally, With 
this end every means are being taken to 
establish schools so as to train the younger 
employees in their various duties, such as 
station masters, all these even at present 
being Vhiuese, eugine drivers, sigaal men, 
&e. The contract too places a time limit 
wher the loin is to be automatically 
extinguished, so tha‘, practically as soon as 
the initiatory stiges are past, the Ohinese 
will by degrees come into entire control. 
How this is hurtful to auy patriotic Chinase 
it is not easy to see. As a fact it would 
probably be much more advantageous for 
the Chinese Government and people did the 
period of apprenticeship last longer; but in 
order to respect iu every way the national 
desire to pose as untrammelled, everything 
is being done to render the intermediate 
period of mixed control as short as possible. 
It will ffom the above be evident how 
artificial is the parrot like cry of the presunt 
agitators, and how foolish the expressed 
desire to build with Chiuese money all 
Chinese railways. As a fact, even looking 
at the affair from the narrowest nitional 
point of view, China has made a remarkably 
good bargain in getting her railways made 
by foreign money with the least possible 
expeoditure of her own capital, and this 
eutirely independent of the fact, as disclosed 
by the history of the Canton-Hank»w line, 
that every p:nny of expenditure is known 
and checked by her own pe ple, instr 1 of 
being placed in the hands of irresponsible 
officials over whose expenditure, according 
to the present sys:em of goveromsnt finance, 
no supervision of any sort is possible. That 
in the end affairs will be reformed,—that at 
the moment they are being reformed—-is 
undeniable; but the road of reform is long, 
and the wants of communications are press- 
ing and immedia‘e, and China, in accepting 
the aid of the foreigner with the nec:ssary 
safeguards which have been supplied, has 
been acting in her own truest interests a 
Wise part. 


TRADE MARKS. 
—— 
(Daily Press, November 7th.) 

The interesting communication sent to the 
press by the Yokohama Board of Trade, 
anl reproduced the other day ia our 
columns, sheds a little more light on the 


vexed question of trade mark iufriugementa 
in Japan. Without denying that Japanese 


countries, include some rogues io their 
number, this communication mav be taken 
as showing that the sins of the Japanese ia 
this connection ara no blacker than they 
have been painted. It also shows that the 
Government, like other Governments, has 
the best of honest intentions, and that in 
Japan, as elaewiere, “the law is a bass.” 
The alleged pirates, or at least some of them, 
appear to have kept within the four cornerg 
of the law, and ia business circles every- 
where that is generally regarded as quite 
sufficient to miintain a r-putation for com- 
mercial integrity. Altruism and chivalry 
are fureiga t» the European counting-house, 
just as bushido is a stranger to the bong aad 
godown in Japan. The Japanese Patent 


businessmen, like businessmen iu all other. 
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Office has announced its willingness to 
accept particulars for the information of 
the Bureau of all trade-marks which are 
still in use, and were in existenca and use 
prior to the lst July, 1899, when the Trade- 
mark Law came into force. This is with a 


view to preventthe fraudulent registration of 


trade-marks, it being illegal, as the Burcau 
points out, to register a trade-mark used 
y another prior to the coming into operation 
of the law and which still continue in use. 
This suggests, and will inevitably create the 
expectation, that whenever the Department 
is in possession of the knowledge of such 
prior usage, it will refuse registration of 
imitations of the trade-marks so known to 
have been in use. Hitherto, we believa, it 
has been registering all that were submitted, 
taking no notice of unything beyond previous 
registration. If it means to do now what 
its communication to the Yokohama Board 
of Trade itmplies, it is a very handsome con- 
ceasion iudced to the moral rights of foreign 
trade-mark users in Japan. ‘I'he late Mr. 
Sirver Hau, in his “Manual of the 
Japanese Patent, Trade Marks and Designs 
Law,” published in 1901, quotes the clause 
referred to by the Patent Bureau, which 
includes among the trade-marks that cannot 
be registered “those which are identical 
with, or similar to, trade-marks used by 
other persons before the presené Law came 
into operation,” Mr. Hall then comments 
as follows :— 

“Apparently this would prevent A from 
registering a trade-mark similar to a foreign 
trade-mark previously known and used in 
Japan as distinguishing goods imported by B; 
but in several test cases, one of which was 
carried to the Sapreme Court, in which tha 
plaintiff B applied for the cancellation of a 
trade-mark registered by the defendant A on 
the ground that he, B, had used it for many yeara 
to distinguish goods of the same class which he 
had beenin the habit of importing, and whioh 
were extensively known and used in Japan, it has 
been decided that no such protection against 
infringement of a trade-mark of this class can 
pe eeanted nor can it be recognised in any way, 
unless it has been actually registered in the 
Japanese Patent Bureau, aud in fact tho con- 
tinued use of such a mark by B renders bim 
liable to prosecution for infringing A's re- 
istered trade-mark. As there are Many suoh 
trade-marks which were known and used in 
Japan by foreigners before they were entitled 
to claim registration, these decisions are of con- 
siderable importance; ard empkasiae the neces- 
sity of registering 5 foreign trade-mark before 
it becomes known and valuable in Japan.” 

That was the opinion of a gentleman 
whom the Japan Chronicle described as 
“one of the best-known patent agents in 
Japan,” and read in conjunction with the 
communication from the Patent Bureau, it 
does not necessarily seem to suggest that 
the judges will be obliged to change their 
attitude. It merely emphasises the im- 
portance of the real owner of a trade-mark 
hastening to register it before anyone else 
does so. The mischief is that the Japanese 
merchants seem to bave paid wore attention 
to the law than the foreigners, and to have 
seen its opportunities and possibilities, and 
made use of them, with the result that many 
valuable trade-marks have ulready been 
ts bana by persons who had no right or 
title to them, and, as Mr. Hatt says, if the 
original owners continue to use them, they 
will be li&ble to prosecution. All that the 
Patent Bureau really promises, then, if it 
he a promise, is to refrain from granting 
any more registrations under similar cir- 
cumstances, provided always that they arc 
aupflied with the necessary data by the 
rightful owners of unregistered trade-marks. 
It would really seem that the owners of 
such pirated marks in the past have largely 
their own veglect to blame for what has 


been done already. 


CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


SEDITIOUS PUBLICATIONS.

(Daily Press, November 8th). 

The new Sedition Ordinance at Hongkong 
was based on an Order in Council that had 
received the Royal Asseut as far back as 
February 11th, and our readers may re- 
member that we learned nothing of the 
Order in Council uutil it was reported as 
posted at the British Supreme Court at. 
Shanghai on Sept. 5th. We instituted 
immediate enquiries ag to its effect at. 
Hongkong, and were iuformed that it did 
not affect us in any way. That there was 
some misunderstanding at that time was 
afterwards made apparent by the intro- 
duction of the new Ordinance relatiug to 
seditious publications, an Important clause | 
of which was subsequently amended in 
precisely the same way and to the sume 
extent that we felt it our duty to recommend 
aud urge upon the Government. We do 
not anticipate that there will be any ex- 
planation asto wny the Order in Council 
should have been lost sight of for so many 
months, and merely puint it out now asa 
singular circumstance. There is a further 
curious detail, however. Ag our readers | 
know, the first prosecution under the new 
Order was at Seoul, the defendant being 
Mr. BetHent of the Korea Daily News and 
its Korein edition. It has been noted that 
the Order was first made public at Shanghai, 
where the British Supreme Court for China 
and Koren is situated, two days after the 
date of the first offending article in the 
Seoul Paper, The first article complained 
of, that is to say, appeared in the issue 
dated Sept. Jrd, and it was sugvested at the 
time by the particularly well-informed 
Japanese editor of the Seoul Prees that tho 
Order in Council was inxpirel by the 
supposed requirements in Korea. [tu that 
casc, and we do not for a moment doubt 
that the Korea Daily News bad been con- 
dueted in a manner demanding attention, 
there was less apparent uecd to hasten to 
apply the new Order in Council to Hong- 
kong. It does appear that at Hongkong, 
agat Shanghai, the native press has made 
itself obnoxious to the Chinese authorities, 


but it is by no means obvious that 
there hax been sufficient mischief 
tous warrant active intervention, If 


there wax, it must be assumed that the 
mere passing of the Ordinance has caused 
the offenders suddenly to amend their Ways, 
as so far there has been no prosecution 
locally. With the incident reported during 
the American boycott and the visit of Miss 
ALICE RoosEVELT, we cannot thiok of 
estubliching nuy connection. That was a 
matter, not of sedition, but of public deceucy, 
and the Governor has all along bad power 
without the new Ordinance to deal with such 
cases. The charge against the Korean Daily 
News was that of publishiug matter cal. 
culated to cause a breach of the public peace 
and to incite the people to rise against the 
Governwent. It is a serious charge, but 
ever since the Japanese occupation of Korea, 
that journal has ignored the views of the 
Powers aod the exigencies of the situation, 
and persistently kicked against the prioks , 
in a wanner bound ultimately to invite some 
such intervention as has now taken place. : 
At lust it went too far; the uew Order in 
Council suddeuly though belatedly was | 
produced ; aad our Seoul contemporary was | 
found guilty by the British Consular Court 
at Seoul and ordered to deposit three 
thousand yen us security against aoy 
repetition uf the offence, in which case the 
money would be forfeited and the defendant 
deported. So far we have little sympathy 
with our contemporary's trou ls. It 
invited them by its foolish 1! uot 
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always very honest comments. There ig 
this, however, to be said, that its 


trial does not seem to have been as formal 
and fair as it ought to have been. The 
reports of the case so far have been too 
meagre for us to write with certainty of the

M QUESTION. 


(Daily Press, November 9th.) 

We see in correspondence with|the local 
Chamber of Commerce, which we hope to 
find spaca for later, that the Chamber 
addressed the Colonial Secretary on the 
subject of the Nanking Viceroy's projected 
opium monopoly. All shops will have to 
buy their raw opium from the Viceroy’s 
nominee. If the scheme succeeds, and is as 
profitable as it promises, other Viceroys 
will be sure to copy the example, and the 
Chamber lodges a protest against such 
interference with au established foreign 
trade. The Governor is asked to support 
the protest, on the ground that the project 
is illegal and contrary to treaty, Articies V 
and of the British Treaty of Nanking 
1842 being quoted. The British Merchants 
in Shanghai combined and refused to supply 
the mvunopolist, who thereupon began to 
buy at Hongkong, where a boycott was less 
easy to arrange. The Chamber poiata out 
that while the new Bureau poses as an 
anti-opium movement, it is really a monopoly 
with revet.ue as its sule object. The Hong- 
kong merchauta interested had written not 
only to the Chamber of Commerce, poioting 
these things out, but also to the British 
Consul at Shanghai, and tv the Chairman 
of the China Agsuciation at Shanghai. 
Tue Chamber of Commerce telegraphed 
to the British Minister at Peking add- 
ing their protest to those already for. 
warded. tie Hongkong Branch of the 
China Association also agreed to co-eoprate 
in the protection of the interests concerned, 
The protest was forwarded by the Governor 
to the Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
but at the same time His Excellency pointed 
out, to the Hongkong Chamber, that the 
persons “ directly affectei, and upon whom 
should devolve the task of representing to 
His Britannic Majesty's Minister at P, 
the alleged breach of treaty, are the 
merchants of Nanking.’ 
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also suggested that the merchants of Hong- 
kong should endeavour, in order to protect 
their own interests, to take steps similar to 
those taken by the inerchants of Shanghai 
—to combine and refuse to sell to the 
monopolist. The British Minister at Peking 
called upon the Waiwupu, pending a 
diplomatic settlement, to stop the provincial 
authorities from taking upon themselves to 
devise such measures as must restrict a 
legal trade guaranteed by treaty. The 
Waiwupu sent tclegrams to suspend the 
mouopoly, and issued a pruclamation.

MONEY LO\N ASSOCIATIONS. 

Action was brought by Hung Sham to 
recover from Lau Kwong the sum of S15 dua 
from the defendant as guarantor. Mr. R. 
Harding appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr. 
Otto Kong Bing for the defendant. 

Mr. Harding informed his Lordship that the 
plaintiff was a subscriber to two money loan 
associations, and the defendant was guarantor 
of those associations, ‘he claim from him was 
as such guarantor noder his acknowledgment io 
writing. 

Plaintiff, in her evidence, stated that the 
amount of the claim was still due, and that 
defendant, as head of the assoviations, had given 
her a written acknowledgment of it. 

Cross-examined—Why were thesa associa- 
tions not carried through ?- My eyes are bad. 

Is it not a fact that the head of these two 
associations was Cheung Lam, the defendant's 
wife ?—I handed the money to the defendant. 

The constituents of these associations were 
women only, were they not ’—Men too. 

Cao you give me a name?—If yor ijook at 
the book you will see them. How do I know? 

Argument followed as to whether the docu- 
ment on which the suit was brought was an 
acknowledgment or a guarantee and Mr, Kong 
Bing asked for his Lordship'’s ruling on the 
matter, 

His Lordship said he was not prepared to an- 
swer the question off hand, but he woald con- 
sider the point, 

Mr. Kong Sing stated that he would call 
witnesses for the defence to prove that the 
defendant’s name was not Cheung Lam. But 
before advancing that defence he submitted that 
having regard to the books exhibited, the first 
association was an illegal company under section 
4 of the Companies’ Act, as it contained more 
than 20 names, His other defence, a technical 
one, was that the paper put iu was not a 
guarantee within the meaning of the Statute 
of Frauda, therefore the plaintiff could not 
succeed upon it. 

After hearing farther evidence bis Lordship 
gave judgement for defendant with costs.

A CLAIM FOR PEABS. 

The Man Sang Loong firm sued the Kwong 
Cheung Sang shop to recover $185.90, being as 
to $114.40 the price of 22 baskets of Tientsio 
pears, delivery of which was illegally taken by 
the defendants on September ]S8th, and as to the 
remaining sum of $71.50, amount of the loss 
sustained by the plaintiffs. Mr, Otto Kong 
Sing represented the plaintiffs, and Mr. R, A. 
Harding appeared for the defendants. 

His Lordship (to Mr. Kong Sing) --Are you 
suing for the conversion of these pears ? 

Mr. Kong Sing—No, I am suing for the 
recovery of the price. These pears are perish- 
able goods, and my clients made demand for 
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them, but did not get possession. They were 
taken from our possession illegally. Pro caeding 
Mr. Kong Sing stated that both plaintiffs and 
defendants in this action were fruit dealers.

‘Then the boatwoman ran tha boat 
alongside a wharf opposite (he Central Market 
for delivery of the plaintiffs’ 26 cases. The 
plaintiffs were asked (o take delivery, fokis were 
sont down, and while they were taking delivery 
the defendant came along and had the plaintiff 
arrested, alleging that the 25 baskets of pears 
were his and that the plaintiff was stealing 
them. The plaintiff was tak-n to the Central 
Polica Station, where the [ospector on duty 
discharged him on hearing his story. Action 
waa then brought against the d-fendant for 
false imprisonment, and although judgment was 
given for the defendant io that action, His 
Honour Mr. Justice Wise refused cost:, hold- 
ing, as Mr. Harding would provably bring. ont 
in cross-examination, that a certain bill of 
lading for the whole of the pears bad been 
given (o the defendant by the person who sold 
them, and therefore be had a certain amount of 
right in holding the pears. 

After hearing evidence his Lordship gave 
judgment for the plaintiff with costs.

In reply to his Lordship plaintiff said the 
stoker was pat out of the Traveller's Hotel for 
insulting her. 

Mr. Almada submitted that on plaintiff's own 
evidence she could not succeed as she had sacured 
employment on the following day at similar 
wages. She could not claim for payment in liea 
of notice. 

Mr. Grist— We are not claiming that; weare 
claiming wages for the month of October. She 
worked five days and is entitled to her salary for 
the month. 

Mr. Almada contended that by her condact 
plaintiff was debarred from sucoseding. 

His Lordship—Do you say it is improper 
conduct for a womin to strike a maa who 
grossly insalts her ? 

No answer. 

Mrs. Sternberg told the Court she had to 
warn plaintiff dariag the three months she was 
in her employ about quarrelling.

CAPTAIN'S SUIT FOR WAGES. 

Captain J. E. Watson sued Messrs. A. C. 
McMillan and J. M. Donaldson Aitken to re- 
cover $1000, being three months’ wages at 
$300 and $100 for board and lodging. 

Mr, E. J. Grist appeared for the plaintiff, 
and Mr, A. Holborow (of Messrs. Daacon, 
Looker and Deacon) represented Mr. MoMil- 
lan. The second defendant was not served. 

Mr. Grist read the statements of claim and 
defence. The former set out that plaintiff was 
amaster mariner and ir February the defen- 
dants, who were mining engineers, engaged him 
as master mariner at a salary of £36 per month, 
commencing from March 3rd. Defendants 
also undertook to provide board and lodging. 

In the statement of defence Mr. McMillan 
enied liability. He did not engage plaintiff 
and was under no liability to provide him with 
board and lodgings. 

Proceeding Mr. Grist said it appeared tha! the 
defendants were interested in m coal concession 
in Borneo, and tried to float a company in 
Hongkong to work it. They required a master 
to take charge of a tug boat and go down to 
this place. 

Plaintiff said he was at present employed in 
the Dock Company, and was some time ago 
approached by Mr. MoMillan and offered a berth 
in Borneo as master and pilot. On March 3rd he 
caine to an agreement with both-defendants to 
go to Borneo ata salary of £3U per month and 
a house, Plaintiff then engaged a Chinese 
engineer and spent some time inspecting 
launches for defendants. Some time later 
plaintiff was offered a berth by ths Tug and 
Lighter Company at Tiontsin, but could not 
accept on account of hisagreement. In May 
he was told that the company had failed and 
Mr. Aitken offered him $300 in settlement, 
whioh plaintiff refused. 

A letter was put in, signed by Mr. A. C. 
MoMillan as Attorney for Mr. Aitken, and 
again in his own capacity. ‘'his letter was an 
agreement to sell one-third of the conoession 
for 34,000, 

Cross-examined—You were out of work when 
you met Mr. MoMillan P—Yes, 

Did ycu ask him to use his influence with Sir 
Paul Chater to get you a job?—No, | don't 


Mr. H. A. Watson, an engineer, stated that 
Mr. McMillan met himself and Captain 
Watson in Queen's Road and Mr. MoMillan 
said he had engaged Captain Watson to go 
down to Borneo, 

Mr. Holborow submitted that on the affidavit 
putin by McMillan it was clear that plaintiff 
had not been definitely engaged. What hap- 
pened, he suggested, was that Captain Watson 
was hard-up and asked Mr. McMillan to try 
to find him employmentand Mr. McMillan took 
Compassion on him, as it were, and knowing 
that a man would be required if the company 
was formed, he told him he would engage him 
then. 

His Lordship gave judgment for plaintiff 
with costs.

David Sassoon & Co., objected to disclaiming 
except on terms t> which the Official Receiver 
could not agree. 

His Lordship granted the application with 
respect to the mortgage of the Canton 
Tosurance Co. 

The Official Receiver then explained the facts | 
in reference to the second application. The 
petilion, he said, was file? on July 22nd, and 
on July 23rd te goods on the premises of the 
Baltimore Hotel were seized by the holder of 
the bill of sale. Ono the Y6th of the same 
month aninterim receiving order was made, 
and on the 29:b, Mr. Kemp claimed the guods 
as against tbe holder of the bill of sale. On the 
31th the landlord threater-ed to distrain, and 
the Official Receiver made the usual agreement 
to hold whatever goods would come to him as 
against rent to save the expense of distraint.

sion, either as official receiver or trustee. | 
Mr. Looker contented that the trustee only j 
ought to be allowed to disclaim on the terms of | 
paying them rent to date since the formal notice 
todisclaim. He referred his Lordship to seotion 
48 of the Bankruptoy Ordinance, subsection 3, 
and stated that the objeot of that was for the 
Court to be satistied that in the disclaiming of 
8 lease no injustice was done to any person. 
The Court shoald see that all equitable rights 
were preserved whether they belunged to the 
landlord or third parties. Hv did not suggest 
for a moment that there had been any 
benefit to the trustee in the occupation, but 
owing to the course the bankruptcy had taken 
the lessor had been kept out of the premises a 
much longer time than usual, and he could not 
regain his possession until the trustee got 
leave to disclaim. His Lordship would see that 
the petition was filed on July 22nd, and three 
months had sinceelapsed. So far as bankruptcy 
procedure went there was no reason why the 
trustee should not have been appointed and 
application made to disclaim withiu six weeks, 
after the receiving order was granted. Having 
no control over the bankruptcy proceedings 
they could not take steps to let the 
property for six weeks after the public 
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examination had virtually concluded. Owing 
to the debtor going away, to the vacation, snd to 
the public examination not being conoluded it 
took three and a half'months to get a trustee 
appointed. and owing to circumstances over 
which they had no control his clients were 
therefore kept out of this property until the 
present moment, But it had been laid down 
that a court ought todo what was right and 
jast irrespective of the law. 

His Lordship—Quite so. Is there any money 
in Court ? 


Mr. Kemp—There is a little available for 
a dividend. 

His Lordship—Will three months rent 
swamp it ? 


Mr. Kemp—Very nearly. 

Mr. Looker—We ask for only two months 
rent. W'e, as lessors, come, to a certain extent, 
before the creditors. 

His Lordship—Have you ever tried to let the 
property ? 

Mr. Looker—We have been making inquiries, 
but are unable to conclude anything definitely. 
Because there were causes over which we had no 
control we ought not to be put to the loss of 
two months’ rent. As a matter of fact the 
bankrupt is still liable in respect of the case, 
and we can take no steps whatever. It is only 
equitable that tbe disclaimer should now be 
given on some terms as to rent. 

His Lordship—You couldn't prove for that 
rent ? 

Mr. Looker—Yes, we can. The rent 
is $40) a mooth; taxes for the quarter come to 
$15 ; our security is 82000, and the lease has 
got another year to run. We must unavoidably 
suffer a large loss in respect of the lease. 

His Lordship— You can let the place again | 

Mr. Looker—It is difficult to dna a tenant, 
We may not be able to let it again for the same 
rept. 

His Lordsbip—.i think you are entitled to 
something, but the Court bas got to act with 
regard to the justice of the case of all parties. 

Mr. Kemp— The landlord may suffer because 
the bankrupt bas abeconded, but why should he 
get an advantage over the other creditors ? 

Mr. Looker—The point is that the order 
should have been obtained sometime ago. 

Mr. Kemp—aA receiving order was applied for 
in the debtor's absence, and your Lordship 
refused it. 

His Lordship intimated that he would give 
his decision on ‘Thursday. Meantime the 
\essors could go on looking for another tenant. 

ADJUDICATION GRANTED, 

Mr. J. H. Gardiner (of Messrs. Bratton and 
Hett) applied for the adjudication of the Tung 
On firm. He understood a warrant was issued 
for the arrest of the managing partner of the 
debtor firm, but he did not think that that man 
had been found. 

His Lordship (to the Official Receiver)—-Is 
all in order? 

Mr. Kemp—lIt does not much matter whether 
adjudication is granted or not: There are no 
more assets and the partner cannot be found. 

His Lordship granted the application.

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fendant for obtaining him the contract. With 
the exoaption of the $300, however, he had not

PRIVATH MOORING BUOYS IN THE HARBOUR, 

The following Correspondance was read :—~ 

Colonial Secretary's Office, 
6th Angust, 907, 

S1kr,—I am directed to bring to the notice of 
the Committee of the Chamber of Commerce 
the following facts : 

(1) The greater part of the available epaca in 
the Harbour is now taken up by private mcor- 
ing baoys, of which 43 are now laid, Of these, 
more than half are always unoccupied, aud as no 
vessel can anchor in their vicinity, this means 
that more than half the Harbour is c -nstantly 
alienated from its legitimate use, and the out- 
of-the-way localities are consequently over- 
crowded. 

This condition hag led to complaints on the 
part of owners, or their representatives, of 
vessels which have no private moorings. 

(2) ‘arious methods of dealing with this 
state of things have been suggested, but the 
obvious one of berthing vessels, belonging to 
owaers who have no private muorings, at the 
uuoccupied buoys, is that which commends 
itself to the Government as the best solution. 
It is therefore proposed to do so for the future, 
having*due regard, however, to the prior right 
of uwnera of private moorings to the use of 
those moorings. 

(8) In order that auch rights shall be duly 
maintained, it is suggested that the owners 
should notify the Harbour Master on any of 
their buoys becoming vacant, when they expect 
the arrival of another of their vessels to cocupy 
it. The Harbour Master will then hicks 
arrangements for the buoy in question to be 
ready for such vessel, on arrival. 

(4) In order to give effeot to the above it is 

roposed to amend Table O (a) of the Merchart 
Bhi ping Ordinance in accordance with the 
enclosed draft rule. The foes would be collected 
by the lessees of the private moorings. 

(5) Iam to add that if your Committee desires 
to make any remarks on the above proposals, 
the Government will ba glad to reosive them 
at your early conveniences.

to reply in detail to the various questions raised 
io your letter under reply as follows :— 

With regard to Section 1 of your letter 
| under reply the Committee of the Chamber of 
| Commerce accept the statement contained in 
‘ the first paragraph of this section as correct 

and, without having verified the statement, pre- 

sume that there are 43 private mooring buoys 
in the Harbour. 

The next paragraph reading ‘of these more 
than half are always unocoupied and as no vassel 
can auchor in their vicinity this means that 
more than half the harbour is constantly aliena- 
ted from ifs l-gitimate use and the ont-of-the- 
way localities are consequently overcrowded " 
appears to tha Committee to bs such an 
astonishing s(atemant that in support of it some 
proof should have been brought forward. 

I would therefore ventura ts ask that the re- 
turn which must exist to justify such a stata- 
ment, and on which presumably it has been 
founded, be placed before the Chamber of Com- 
merce iu order that the question may again bs 
fully considered. 

The Committee of the Chamber would further 
request that they be supplied with the names 
of owners, or their representatives, who have 
complained as to their inability to secure the use 
of moorings when required by their steamers, 
and would suggest that a return be furnished of 
these agents and the occasions on which those 
complaints hava been made. 

If this is done, it wi-l then no doubt be possible 
for this committee by making enquiries among 
the owners of permanent moorings t» ascertain 
whether on the dates given moorings were 
available which might have been placad at the 
disposal of the complainants. 

‘The Committes of the Chamber of Commerce 
includes several representatives of leading 
Shipping Comprnies and their experivnoce is 
that it iy of quite rare occurrence for them to 
receive auy request from Agents of other Liues 
for the use of their moorings. 

It should be needless to add that were such 
request reo-ived and the owners of the moorings 
were not in need of them for their own business, 
they would ba only too glad to placa the 
moorings at the disposal of those asking for 
them. 

It must be remembered that there are a 
cartain numbar of vassels, chisily engaged in the 
Pacific trade, which, owing to their great 
ength aud weight, cannot make use of any of 
the fixed buoys and have consequently to moor 
in the Westero and North Western sestion of 
the Harbour; while farther thers are a number 
of vessels of all sizas which fiod it more 
convenient for the purposes of landing or 
shipping cargo to anchor io the outlying parts 
of the tiarbour where they are uearer to the 
godowns to which and from which their 
cargoes are handled. It therefore follows that 
many steamers and the consignees of their 
cargoes would be greatly inco:.venienced if 
ordered to discharge at 4 particular buoy or 
voint in the harbour, e.g. Coal steamers to West 
Point and Rice Ste.mers to Hast l'oint 
would be reductio ad obsurdum. These 
trades are established in oertain puirts of 
the City and steamers are natarally anchored er 
moored in the most convenient aituation con- 
tiguous to their shore facilities. Basides, if the 
Harbour Authurities are to hava the power to 
order steamers here, there and everywhere 
about the harbour without consideration to the 
foregoing it will result in a heavy inoressa to 
the cost of boat-hire. Again, suppose a steamer 
is moored to a buoy under orders from the 
Harbour Master, and beforo fiuishing discharge 
has to be shifted because the owner of the buoy 
requires it for one of his owo vessels, this will 
mean delay in discharge and extra cost either to 
get up steam to shift, or the hire of a tug to do 
the needful. 


On the other hand there are great numbers of 
vessels of large tounage, both mail steamers and 
others, which are constantly passing through 
Hovgkong. ‘these do not as a rale mate 
Honxkong their terminus and frequently oaly 
remain here a few hours, bat it is for this vary 
reason that it is all the more necessary they 
should be sure in advance of a place to go to 
where their work can be cirried out oxpedi- 
tiously and it was this necessity which gave rise 
to the system of private moorings, 
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Telegraphic communication is go widely 
established that a steamer’s departure is 
invariably telegraphed trom the last port of call 
and the Agents are thus informed at the laast 
some 48 hours before her arrival here. This 
enables any one who understands his business 
to make arrangements in ample time for the 
berthing of his steamer prior to her arrival, 
should he desire to place her io any particular 
pirt of the harbour, and to find out whether a 
permanent mooring belonging to another 
Company will be available during the time his 
vessel is in port, 

It is quite true that for several days at a time 
certain moorings in the centre of the harbour 
may be vacant, but these are required by vessels 
in special trades which in any case, though not 
mail stesmers, run almost with the regularity of 
such a service and whose quick despatch is- 
largely due to the fact that it is well known to 
the Consignees and Shippers also to the Com- 
man ier in advance that the steamer moors to a 
certain baoy, the position of which they are all 
well acquainted with and can the more readily 
utilize to the best advantage and make fast to 
immetiately oa arrival. This has only to 
be compared with the state of affairs that would 
ensue if they had to go searching all over 
the Ifarbour for their requirements to convince 
the Goveroment that their propositions are 
unwise in the best interests of trade, 


The Committee of the Chamber of Commerce 
are quite ready to admit that unoccupied buoys, 
if not required by their owners, should be placed 
at the diaposal of those who have no private 
moorings, Provided that this does not in any 
Way interfsre with their own business. 

With regard to the suggestions contained in 
tha third paragraph of your letter the Com- 
mittee absolutely dissent from the proposal 
which, in their opinion, will only lead to great 
confusion and difficulty in oa-rying out the 
shipping business in this Harbour, 

‘I'he Committee of the Chamber have yet to 
be satistied that there is any real cause for com- 
plaint as to the existing state of affairs, and in 
the absence of such proof consider that the 
proposal, while eatailing a great deal of oxtra 
work on the Harbour Department and on the 
moorings’ owners, will at the same time 
introduce a very serious factor of uncertainty 
into the movements of vessels arriving hers 
which cannot bat result in heavy logs to steamer 
and cargo owners and may result at times in 
serious accidents, 


It is doubtless within your knowledge that 
this question has been mooted on more than one 
oecarion batween the officials in the Harbour 
Office, and it is understood that the present 
Harbour Master has desired this radical change 
for some years past, bat his two predecassors, 
uader whom he served, were uot persuaded that 
bis views were correct in the bost interests 
of the port. It would therefore seem nataral 
to coocludathatthe former heads of the Har- 
bour Department and the Shipping Com. 
munity cannot be mistaken and the present 
Harbour Master right io his policy. The Com. 
mittee of the Chamber therefore arge the 
Government to leave well alone. 

The Committee altogether oppose the pro- 
posed alteration in Table O of the Merchant 
Shipping Ordinance and trust that after full 
consideration of their arguments His Exool. 
leacy the Governor will not sanction a chaoge 
which, ia their opinion, cannot but seriously 
handicap the shipping trade of the Port.—I have

SIZ EDWARD GREY TO SIR A, HARDINGR. 

: Foreign Office, 
i June 1. 1907. 

S1z,—His Majesty's Government have had 
under consideration the question of the steps it. 
will be necessa:y for them to take with regard 
to the participation of this country in the Suar 
Convention when the date arrives on which it 
will be possible for any of the Contracting Stat«s 
to give a year's notice to retire from the Con- 
vention under the provision of Article X of that 
Instrument. In considering this matter, they 
have vatorally felt themselves bound to give 
the greatest weight to the irterests of consumers 
and prodncers in the United Kingdott, and tha 
British Colonies, tut, subject to this paramount 
consideration, thay have desir-d to give proper 
weight to the circumstances and possible wishes 
of the other Contracting States. 

His Majesty's Government have come to the 
definite conclusion that the limitation of the 
sources from which tugar may enter the United 
Kingdom, whether by prohibition or by the 
imposition of countervailing duties, is inconsist- 
ent with their policy, and incompatible with the 
interests of British consumers and sugar using 
manufacturers, and that consequently it will be 
impossible for them to continu to give cffect 
to the provision of the Convention requiring 
them to penaliza sugars decla-ed by the per- 
manent commission to be bonuty-fed. 

At the same time His M-jesty’s Government 
have no desire that there should be a revival of 
sugar bounties or of sugar trusts or cartels, 
depa: dent on the existence :f h gh protective 
tariffs, which are now probibit-d under the 
Conve tion. Nor is there any desire or inten- 
tion on their own part that any bounties on the 
production or exportation of sugar shall ba given 
in the United Kingdom or io the Sugar Expar- 
tation Crown Colanies or that any preferencs 
shall be given to Cane as agaist Bee! sugar, or 
to Colonia! sugars as against (he sugars of the 
Contracti' g States on importation into the 
United Kingdom or the Crown Colonies, The 
Presiden: of the Parmaneut Sug :r Commission 
at Brassele, having very o urteously tendered to 
the British Delegates tie good office of the 
Belzian Government in reca-d to any 
discussions which might take placa concerning 
the termination or prolongation of the 
Convention, I have thought it desirable to 
request you without loss of (ime to bring the 
foregoing considerations to the notios of the 
Belgian Gover: ment, with a view to their 
communication to the Goveraments of the 
Contracting States. 

Should these Governments come to the 
conclusion that the wishes aud iutentions cf hia 
Majesty's Government, as indicated above,.can 
only be realised by the complete withdrawal of 
this country from the Convention, His 
Majesty’s Government will be prapar:d to give 
the necessary notice «f the first possible date. 

\t is, however, possible that in the special 
circumstances of the c:se, the other contract- 
ing States might jude it to ba preferable 
to agcord to the United Kingdom, by a Supple- 
mentary Protocol, a special exemption from 
the obligation to enforca the penal provisions 
of thegonvantinn, They might be the more 
disposed to take this course inasmuch as such an 
exemption would be unlikely, at all events, for 
a considerable period to have any material effect 
of a prejudicial character upon the export trade 


‘of sugar from any of the Contracting States. 


CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


Youshould point out that it has already been 
found that the special circumstino-s of a parti- 
cular contracting State make it desirable that 
it should be exempted from certain stipulations 
of the Convention. hus, to Italy, to Sweden 
land Switzerland there have been accorded 
speci lexemptions from the stipulations of the 
Convention that were not appropriate to the 
conditions of the trade of thos countries, 

In the event of the Contracting States agree- 
ing {to take the course indicated above, His 
Majesty's Government would b« prepared to 
abstain for the pre-ent from giving the notice 
of withdrawal which they would otherwise feel 
it their duty to give on the Let September next, 

Should the Belgian Government be willing 
to exart their good offices in this behalf, I have 
to paint ont that, in view of the meeting of the 
Commission fix d to taka placa on the 6th 
instant, it would b+ desirable that commuuica- 
tions should be addressed to the Contracting 
States as soon as possible.

QUARANTINE IMPO‘FD ON SHANGHAI BY 
: HONGKONG.

DEAR Srtr,—My Commi'tes learn through 
HA. B. M, ‘s Consul that the Hongkeng Govern- 
ment has enfurced quarantine against Shanghai 
owicg to the prevalance of cholera, 

I am directed to ask you, on behalf of this 
Uhamber, to prot st againat this imposition, and 
to point cut that the action of the Hongkong 
Government seems premature owing to the 
endemio nature of the disease. 

The number of cases reported to the Heilth 
Officer is as follows :— 

184 cises during the week ending 18th Apgust. 
156 cases do. do. 25th August. 
144 cases do, do. lst 8~pt. 
this, oul of a population of some 510,0C0 Chi- 
nese and 13,700 Non-Chinese. 

The Health Officer in his report for tha 
month of August points out that the outbreak 
was chiefly among the poorer classes of the 
population and spacially marked among the 
Kompo people in the Li [onkew distriot. 
‘These people living on the poorest food are par- 
ticularly noticeable as the occupants of beggar 
boats and reed hovels beyond the boundary of 
the Settlement. Itis probable that cholera is 
endemio in these places and only requires the 
necessary conditions of heat and moisture to 
produce an outbreak of the disease. 

As mentioned above, the outbreak was chiefly 
an-ong the poorer clagses who are beyond the 
Settlement limits; it would therefora seem 
highly improbable that they would be among 
the travelling public goiny Scuth.

THE OPIUM MONOPOLY CORRESPONDENOK, 
Hongkoug, 
Srd September, 1907, 
81r,—I have the honour to inform you that 
the British firms engaged io the opium trade 
in this Colony have addressed a letter to the 
Committee of the Hongkong Chamber of Com- 
merce asking for assistance in this matier very 
closely affecting thefr t usiness. 

It appears that the Vioeroy of Nanbixg with 
~ view to establishing a monopoly in ths opium 
business ia this o:pital has ordered that all 
opium shops be closed and converted into “ pre- 
pared opium” shops which are to be oonducted 
under licences issued by t e Viceroy. 

The sale of raw opiam is to be placed in the 
hands of an individual or oo who will 
hold a monopoly fom the Viceroy and from 
whom alooe the prepared opium shops will be 
allowed to purchase their opiam. The result of 
this will be that all existing raw oplam 
establishments will be forced to suspeud ness 
and the wh: le trade will be converted into a 
close Government monopoly. The intention is 
to inaugurate the system in Nanking but it ts 
understoo! that once the monopoly 
started it will be extended to other parts of the 
province, 

This new departure has avowedly been taken 
by the Viceroy of Nanking for the purpose of 
raising reveoue and we have reason to believe 
that the experiment is being watched with 
interest by other Provincial Authorities who 
will not be slow to adopt the same course, if it 
be successfully carried out.

I have, therefore, the honour to request that 
His Excellency the Governor will be good 
enough to give this matter his consideration 
and trust that he will support the hamber in 
protesting against this proposed infring-ment 
of our treaty rights and request the Right 
Honourable the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies to represent the matter in this light to 
the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs. In 
support of our contention that the estat lish- 
ment of the proposed monopoly is contrary to 
treaty, I would beg to refer to the following:— 
a V of the British Treaty of Nanking 

“The Government of China having compelled 
the British Merchant trading at Canton tn 
deal exclusively with certain Chinese Mer- 
chante, called Hong Merchants (or Co-Hong), 
who had been licensed by the Chinese Govern- 
ment for this purpose, the Emperor of China 
agrees to abolish that practice in future at all 
ports where British Merchants may reside, and 
to permit them to carry on their mercantile 
transactions with whatever persons th-y please ; 
aud His Imperial Majesty further agrees to 
pay to the British Government the anm of 
three millions of dollara, on account of debts 
due to British subjects by some of the said 
Hong Merchants, or Co-Hong, who have 
become insolvent, and who owe very large sums 
of money to subjects of Her Britannic Ma,esty.” 

Article X. of the same Treaty :-— 

““His Majesty the Emperor of China agrees 
to aatablish at all the ports which are by 
Article II of this Treaty, to be thrown op-n 
for the resort of British Morchantsg, a fair and 
regular tariff of export and import customs 
and other dues, which tariff sball be publicly 
notified and promulgated for general infurma- 
tion; and the Emperor further engages that, 
when British merchandise sh:ll have 
once paid at any of the suid yorts the 
regulated customs and. dues, agreeable of 
the tariff to be hereafter fixed, such mar- 
chandise may by conveyed by Chinese 
Merchants to any provinca or city in the 
interior of the empire of China, on paying a 
farther amount as transit duties, which sball not 
exceed—per cent. on the tariff value of euch 
goods, ” 

Article XIV of the French Treity of 
Tientsin of 1858 :-— 

“Ancune socicté de commerce prisvilegice na 
pourra désormais sctablir en Chine, et il en 
sera de méme de toute coalition organ's¢4 dans 
le but d’exercer une mnopole sur le commerce. 
En cas de contravention au present Article, 
les autorités chinoises, sur I+s representations

Opiam Guild which is controlled by nitives 
of Swatow. The monopolist, therefore, finding 
himself unable to procure opiam with which 
to crush the business of the old established 
firms is now purchasing opium in Hongkong, !

All dealers are now obliged to taka a 
licenss and must sell their opium exclusively to 
the Bureau. 

After stating that the namb-r of licences will 
be limited the following s‘guificint paragr«pbh 
appears “Those (-xisting deaiers in «pium) 
who wis >h (o change their trade are at liberty t» 
do so," 

The public opium shops and divans being 
closed, th« sale of op:um is to be farmed to 
these who hava sufficient capital to engage 
the bagsiness or, by providi.g@ guarantees, can 
obtain licences tu act as tub-ageuts for the 
Bureau. 

The valaa of the movement as an anti-opiam 
erus-de is sh wn by the fact that fr the 
population of Nanking no les< than two hundred

Rou-hly it may be estimated that the foreign 
opium imported iuto China repres-nis about 
a tenth of the total consumption, bat of lat: 
years while the area under poppy cultivation in 
China bas steadily increased, ths importation 
of Indian and Persian opiam has cieclined. 

‘This cha: ga is at all events ia part dae to the 
fact that the production of opinm is one of the 
most remucerative creps in the whole Empire, 
while owing to the gradu:l improvement 
in the quality of the native drug, this is yra- 
dually replacing the more expensive imported 
artic‘e-.

Large districts in many of the provinces and 
eonnotlass thousands of Chinese of all classes are 
d-psndent upon this opium industry for a 
living and too audden a change, if they are 
forced to stop the production, or transportation, 
of opium gan only resalt in failure of the 
m ‘vement or r-b-llion. 

Tha point therefore that the Committee

An Official despacch published inthe “ South 
China Journal" of the Vicsroy of Liang Kiang 
re the ereotion of an Opium Monopoly (ffica 

The Viceroy, H.E. luan, sent. tha following 
despatch to the Provincial Treasurer at Nan- 
king and Taotai Seung Ding Ling. 

I received the regulations, in connection with 
the Opium Monopoly, passed by the Bureau of 
Revenue of Kiang Nan that merchants ara to 


‘be asked to buy the Opinom and Officials to 


euperintend sima and in reply L ordered the 

jerection of an Opium prohibition office and an 
pium tax office in Nankiug and to mike the 

Treasurer at Nanking their superintandant. 

In the petition of the Burean of Revenue it 
is mentioned that as {he quantify of Opium in 
the market is s> heavy and it is dificult for the 

- Officials to have such a larga amount of money 
to buy the Opium, it seems to be better to give 
the power of buying to merolantg, 

The plan is only for the sake of eaving money. 
The prohibition of Opium is ordered by our 
Emperor and in his Majesty's d'cree the time 
allowed for further smoking is very short. As 
I fear the buying of Opium by merchants will 
cause delay, it is mos’ necessary that Govern- 
ment departments should b« erected to buy and 
sell the Opium in order to fix and to lessen the 
queatity of Opium gradually. 

The Opium Tax Office should be thus abolish- 
ed and be changed into a ‘Kiang Nan Onium 
Monopoly Offiee.” Ireques' the Treasurer of 
Nanking tobe the superintendant and (he expect- 
ant Taotai of Hupel, Seng Ding Ling. to mau- 
age the Office affairs, A sumof Ts, 5°00, will 
be set aside by tha Yua Ning Official Bauk as 
capital of the Office.

THE KING'S BIRTHDAY. 


THE REVIEW, 


On Nov. 9th was the sixty 
His majesty the JCing and in Hongkong, as in 
other parts of the Empire, the occasion was 
~ fittingly celebrated. The usual review was held 

at Happy Valley, and at un early hour in the 
morning crowds of citizsns were making their 
way in that direction, The streets, leading to 
the great spert centre of Hongkong were 
crowded. Soldiers were marching there, the 
trams were packed and there were no idle rio- 
shas. It wasa warm day with brilliant sunshine, 
and the Valley was seen at its best. The 
surrounding hills were devoid of mist, and on 
the heights of Bowen Road many spectators 
could be discerned watching the evolutions of 
the troops. These wera not so numerous as in 
previous years, and it was again noticeable that 
the fiset was not represented, a circumstance 
which many people who admire the unrivalled 
marching of the “handyman” regretted. But 
if the men in khaki were not so numerous as 
before the Spectators were, if anything, more 
80. Cosmopolitan Hongkong turned outin fall 
force, European ladies in pretty snmmer attire 
mixed with gaudily dressed Chinese 
and gpan officers and foreign sailors in 
their uniforme, the crowd presenting a picture 
that can be seen in few other places than 
Hongkong. | 

The large and picturesque amphitheatre, 
where in the football season « 80 many 
hard battles are fought, was for the {ime 
the parade ground of nearly 2000 armed men. 
The troops were early on the scenr, and Colouel 
Darling and his staff soon had thew in position, 
so that when His Excellency the Governor, 
who was escorted by members of the Hongkong 
Volunteer Troop, arrived, all were ready to 
receive him. His Excelleucy, who was mounted 
on a spirited black pony, was accompanied by 
his A.D.C. to the saluting base. Here as ho 
took up his position the Union Jack was hoisted 
and the feu de joie opened. First the loud 
mouthed oannon, then the rifle fire. When the 
echo of the report of the last gun had died away, 
Colonel Darling called for three cheers for his 
Majesty. Needless to say three willing aud 
hearty cheers followed, the echo from 20UU voioes 
reverberating among the hills. 

Then the march past, Colonel Darling 
and = the = atafi officers, Major Ross 
D.A.Q.M.C, and Captain Hart Synott, took 
up positions with H.E. the Governor at the 
saluting base, immediately opposite this, and 
in the centre of the enclosure, being the massed 
bands. When all was ready the band struck 
up a stirring martial air, and the soldiors 
stepped off. As each regiment neared the salut- 
ing base the band played its particular march. 

The troops passed the saluting base in the 
fillowing order :—I{ongkong Volunteer Troop, 
Royal Garrison Artillery, Royal Eugineers, 
Middlesex Regiment, Royal Army Medioal 
Corps, Hongkong Volunteer Corps, dongkong 
and Singapore Royal tiarrison Artillery. 119th 
Infantry, 129th Baluchis, Indian Medical Staff, 

There were on parade 16 units of the 
Volanteer Troop; RGA, 415; Roya! 
Engineers, 185; Middlesex, Ol; R.A.M.C., 3; 
Volunteers, 58; H.K.8.B.R.G.A, 307; 119th 
Infantry, 261; 129th Baluchis, 25U; Indian 
Medical Staff, 3. 

The march past was an excellant one, and as 
company after company passed the base showing 
an even front and a steady line of cold steel they 
were cheered by the spectators, who also saluted 
the colours of various regiments which were 
borne on high by thestandard bearers. The march 
past finished, and the troops were formed up in 
review order and marched back to barracks. 
At noon a royal salute was fired from the 
British and foreign battleships in port. 

The city on Saturday was adorned with flags, 
- while the harbour afforded a pretty view, almost 
evefy kind of oraft on the water being alive 
with bunting. Special care had been taken in 
the dressing of the battleships, which certainly 
looked*very attractive.

licenses for the ensuing year. Mr. F. A. Haze- 
I-nd presided, aud there were also present 
Captain F. W. Lyons, Captain Superintendent 
of Police, Mr. P. P. J. Wodehonse, Assistant 
Superintendent of Police, Mr. R. H. A. Craig 
and Mr. W. Bowen Rowlands. Publicans’ 
licenses were granted to the following :—

Hotel ; Dunjeebhoy Dorabjee, the King Edward 
Hotel; Isidor Silberman, the Globe Hotel ;

With regard to Krater's application, the 
CHAIRMAN informed the Justices that the 
applicant was fiued for selling adulterated 
liquor. ‘Ibe case was not a very seriuus one and 
the applicant made a satisfactory statement, 
but at the same time the Chairman f-lt it 
his duty to inflict a fine. 

Captain Lrons did not think the case was 
serious enough to cause the applicant to lose 
his licence. 

The other justices agreed. 

With reference to Louis Comer’s application, 
the CHaIRMAN stated that the applicant had 
held an adjunct licence for some years. His 
present application was for a publican’s licence, 
and there was no police ot-jection. 

Captain Lyons— When | tay no police abjec- 
tion, L mean as to the way in which the house 
is conducted. But from my own point of view 
T am against increasing the number of publicans' 
licenses. 

The CRAIRMAN —T wo have been eliminated. 

Mr. Cxaia—Has there not already bsen some 
question about this applicant ? 

The CHarpmMaN—That was because he wanted 
to remove to Queen's Road Central. 

Captain Lyons—I rather think a public house 
is wanted where the applicant is at present—~ 
near the sea front. 

It was agreed to grant the licence.

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ALLEGED CONSPIRACY AND 
FORGERY. 

As the result of an action in 
jurisdiction of the Supreme Court, Lam Wing, 
Hau Kee, Li Hi-shin and Hop o-tong were 
charged with conspiracy t> avert the course of 
justice, Again they were charged separately, 
Lam Wing with forgery and uttering; Hau 
Kee with forgery; Li Hi-shian with forgery , 
and Hop Wo-tong with forging and uttering. 

Hon. Mr. H. E. Pollock, K.c., instructed by 
Mr. R. A. Harding, appeared for the prosecu- 
tion and Mr. R. Harding appeared for the 
defendants. 

Mr. Polluok stated that the prosecution in 
the casa aroae out of proceedings taken in 
summary jurisdiction before Mr. Justice Wise. 
In the suminary action, which commenced on 
September 2nd, the first defendant, Lam 
Wing, was the plaintiff and a firm oalled the 
Po Sang were defendants, [n that action the 
plaintiff stated his claim in two alternative 
ways: he claimed from the defendants, as 
endorsee of Hau Kee, the sum of $50'.84 
amount due on a promissory note, Hau Kee 
the second defendant, was the party who 
appeared on the forged promissory note as 
payee, and the note was endorsud over to the 
plaintiff. In the other alternative the plaintiff 
claimed as atsignee of Hau Kee. Presumably 
the object of putting in that alternaiive olaim 
would be that if the dooament was not strictly 
a promissory note the plaintiff could proceed 
as assignee of Hau Kee under the agreement. 
The summary action started on September 26th 
and concluded on QOctobar 18th when Mr. 
Justice Wise gave judgment for the defendants 
—the t’o Sang. The first defendant was suing 
as endor-ee or assignee from the second. The 
way in which the third and fourth oame into 
the matter was that they were called by the 
plaintiff as witnesses for the purpose of support. 
ing the first defendant's case as plaintiff ia the 
action ; und curiously enough these third and 
fourth defendants produced in Court a document 
purporting to be a promissory note in their 
favour, and purporting to bs chopped by the 
Po Sang firm. The chop on these notes 
was identical with the chop on the pro- 
missory nove sued upon by the first defend- 
ant. That chop was sworn to by the manag- 
ing partner and fokis of the Po Sang shop to 
be a forged chop. ‘Che genuine chops of this 
firm were produced bafore bis Lordship, and. 
later his Worship would have an opportunity of 
comparing the genuine with the forged: chop 
and, no doubt, would observe certain dis- 
orepancies between the two chops, Mr. Pollock 
wished to draw his Worship's attention to the 
fact that the first, third and fourth defendants 
proiuced promissory notes which had the 
identical forgery on them. He suggested to 
his Worship that it wasobviousthers had beon 
a conspiracy on the part of these parties to 
defraud the Po Sang firm. His Worship 
would fiud io the first charge varioas statements 
which the defendants made before Mr. Justice 
Wise in the Summary Court, and he wished to 
point out to his Worship a certain general point 
with regard to those statem~nuts: all the defend. 
ants seemed to have told Mr. Wise that a man 
called Mui Hang was the man with whom they 
dealt; that was to say, that when money was 
deposited on each of these notes it was Mui 
Hung who was there to receive the money and 
chop the notes. As a matter of fact. it would 
appear from the evidence that Mui Hung was 
also concerned in the management of s boarding 
house, and during a considerable portion of the 
day he was absent at this boarding house. 

is Worship— What is the Po sang? 

Mr. Pollook—A Chinese bank. Proceeding, 
Mr. Pollook stated that evidence would ba given 
to show that the Po Sang did not issue any 
promissory notes, They never had in their 
possession any stamped piper stamped by the 
B:amp Office. Apart from the statements of 
witnesses from the Po Sang in confirmation of 
this statement he would salt a witne-s from the 
Stamp Office who says that no requisition for 
stamps was mide by the Po Sang. The 
defendants had pat everything on to Mui 
Hang, and he denied it. The man who was 
left to look sfter the Po Sang business was Li 
Wan-cho. With regard tothe note from: Lam 


Wing to Hau Kee, that note ted an _iangeee. 
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tory was that this stamped paper was in the 
Po Sang, that it was filled up by the Po Sang 
people and chopped by Mui Hung. An officer 
from the Stamp Office would say that no 
requisition had been made by the Po Sang for 
stamps on that day. 

His Worship—Nor on any previous date ? 

Mr, Pollock—No. Continuing, Mr. Pollock 
said the notes produced by the third and fourth 
defendants were stampei August 27th. The 
Stamp Officer produced a requisition on that 
date for stamps on no less than 23 promissory 
notes, and that requisition contaiued a chop on 
it which read, ‘ correspondence chop of the Po 
Sang”. But it would be proved that chop was 
aforgery. It also appeared that the requisition 
was by one, Tam Ho. No such person 
was the employment of the Po Sang, 
neither’ was he known to the employees. 
Apart from the conspiracy Counsel said he 
would submit on the facts as regards the 
separate charges that all the defendants were 
parties to the forgery. The notes produced 
before his Worship were prepared obviously 
with the object of putting them in circulation 
and making use of them with intent to defraud 
the Po Sang. 

Evidence was then called, 
adjourned.

VOLUNTEER CAMP. 
4th November. 

Though not favoured with the ideal weather 
which prevailed on former occasions the Volun- 
tesr Camp, concluding to-day, has been very 
successful. The programme of drills was 
abandoned during last week by reason of the 
inclement weather, but the time was not wasted, 
and other exercises were substitated for those 
set down in the regular courses.

If they had 
one or two more companies of infantry they 
would be useful in the dsfence of the Colony. 
He understood there had been correspendence 
passing on the subject with the Local Defence 
Committee, but for some reason or other 
the formation of the infantry company 
fallen through. Apparently the men 
did not wish to transfer, but he would 
remind them that their arms wo:ld be 
the same and they would more work like the 
ceremonial parade they had just done. Last 
year they had a field day with the West Kents, 
but nothing of the kind had been dona this 
year. The Engineers were a valuable corps.

As work progresses on the Kowloon Canton 
Railway construction, improvements to expedite 
it are being introduced. The works at. the 
south face of the tunnel at Kowlontsai are fitted 
with the latest electrical appliances.

in numerous powerful aro limps, the latest 
extant, light up the surroundings and enable 
the workmen to oarry on with the same ease as 
in daylight.

Accordingly a bun- 
galow was erected high up on the hill, und now 
the workmen are housed in the bracing atmo- 
sphere of the heights. It is a long, steep climb, 
however, {o reach the quarters, and it was not 
long after the innovation that complaints were 
rife among the workmen about the exhausting 
finigh to a hard day’s work. ‘Their voices were 
not raised in vain. The employers were 
geverous, and now the men return home in 
chairs after work. - 

But this is not all. The Railway Authorities 
have decided on an overhead wire railway from 
the works to the bungalow. ‘lhe machinery 
for this is already in the railway stores and 
it is expected that this novelty will be in work- 
ing order within the next three or four months.

It was not to be expected from a Chinese 


over the enoroaching British Merchant, 
it would be content to rest in its course 
of interference with the private affairs of the 
merchants; their personal submission for the 
future must be absolute, and they must refrain 
from any attempt at remousirance. The 
Chinese went further, and commenc:d aa 
intrigue to induce the British residents to 
question the powers of the superintendenls over 
their nationals. Above all thay were more 
determined than ever to rivet on them their 
dependence on the hong merchants in all their 
dealings with the authorities, Still none, ba 
they Officials or Merchants, could afford to taka 
the last step of putting astop tothe trade from 
which both derived their living,though both were 
equally eager to exploit it to their own individual 
profit, and the natural result of all thase 
combined causes was a complete chaos, ia which 
everyman’s hand was against his neighbour. 
Under the circumstances Mr. Davis prudently 
determined to resign his unprofitable office, and 
was succeeded by Sir George lobinson, who as 
an old officer, and thoroughly imbu-d with the 
, doctrines of the Company, hated the very 
mention of free trade; and was ready to submit. 
to all the dictates of the officials did that only 
rescue him from the still more galling tyranny 
of the Free-traders, 

It was under these circumstsnoes that the 
Opium trade came to be a burning quastion, 
never again apparently to dis out. The chief 
promoters of the traffic were the Canton officials, 
in whose hands it had become a practical 
monopoly, Nominally forbidden by the laws of 
China, it was carefully nursed by the Canlon 
authoritie:, who were thereby enabled to meet 
the growing demand: of the Court at Peking, 
and who, while in their public utterances ful- 
minating anathemas against the iniquities of 
the trade, were, more sineosi, its main supporters; 
and had skilfully contrived to concentrate al- 
most the entire at Canton. In much the same 
manner it was never directly acknowledged by 
the Company, yet was persistently oonnived at 
and permitted to be carried on by private Indian 
subjects in so-called “ country ships,’ manned 
by British officers. At one time these ships, 
fast sailing and well-armed clippers, traded along 
the coast, but latterly their operations had be- 
come mainly confined to Canton. They were 
not, however admitted to the privilage: of the 
port, but were anchored just outside uoder lee 
of the island of Lintin, where they formed a 


commuuvity of their own, little tronbled by or 
troubling the Company's Supracargoes at the 
provincial Capital. 

Nothing is known of the commencement of 
the Opium trade with China; it seems to have 
been already flourishing whea the Arab traders 
were gotiled in Canton in the 9th century, aod 
was certainly in full swiog when the East 
India Company first commenced its operations 
in China, when regular duties were charge, 
In 1796, consequent on the bungle made of Lord 
Macartney’s embassy, and the attempt to put 
foreign trade in leading strings, we hear for the 
first time of any attempt to exclude opiam. As 
the subject was never mentioned in the course 
of the conversations with Lord Macartney dur- 
ing his embassy we are justified in the concla- 
sion that it was ao afterthought. Lord 
Macartney had sought to bave the northern 
ports, especially Tioghai in the Chusans opened 
to trade, but had been defeated by the machin. 
ations of Canton. Now the one foreign article 
that had been accepted at all these ports without 
question was opium; when, therefore, Canton 
had won its great victory of monopolising the 
entire of the foreign trade, it was plainly an 
additional safeguard against trade with thoss 
ports that opiam should be specially rendered 
“jlegal.” That is to say that it had no legal 
protection and might be treated according to 
disoretion. As regards the northern ports the 
Cantonese officials were always able to qaote the 


illegality of the trade; as regarded themselves 
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it is acknowledged on all sidea. native as well 
as foreigo, that the traffic recsived ia considsra- 


tion of special payments, not only immunity. 


but special protection. ; 

The effect of this protection was to increas 
enormously the import, the drug being delivered 
by the Viceroy’s owa craft at the various ports, 
and the amount. which in the previous half 
century had seldom exceeded 2:10 chests, last 
month rapidly rose to more than tea times that 
amount, Tothe British merchants on the spot 
especially after the opening of the trade, the 
improved demand came ai a stimulant to the 
export trade, as it supplied the necsssary funda 
on the spot to enable them to pay for their teas 
and silks. To the Chinese the enormous deva- 
lopmsnt of the trada seemed dangerous, as it 
actually turned the “ balance of trad” against 
China, and tales of the impoverishment of China 
through the export of Syces were current from 
all quartere. ; 

Lt is noteworthy as indicating the artificial 
nature of the outery, tnat the moral objection to 
the trade ia all these complaiuts occapies but an 
iufinitely small space, th: issue dwelt on iu all 
the memorials being that China was baing 
empoverishe1d by the export of silver. Thera 
were two well defined parties of economists on 
the subject; the one headstroog and impulsive 
was for driving out the foreiguer altogether aud 
his{raie, The more cautious, ia view largely of 
the impossibility of preventing a» smuggling 
trade springing up if the Government proceedad 
to extreme measures, was for legalising the trafflo 
und-ra regular tariff. The Emperor sought the 
advice of his chief provincial officers, As often 
happens in such cases, the most extreme and 
virulent of these replies was accepted; and its 
author, Lin Tsesu, viceroy of the Hukwang, 
who from his position io the heart of the empire 
was the least qualified from experience to judge, 
was ordered up to Peking, and thence sent as 
Imperial Commissioner with full powers to 
inaugurat; the new departure. 

Whether Lin was prepared for being thus 
at his word does not now appear; at all events 
there was no possibility of ‘withdrawing frum 
the situation that he had made for himself, and 
his only possible course was to rush blindly 
forward without thought of pussible con- 
sequences, Unfortunately he found at Canton 
as British Superintendent a mano as much a 
child in knowledge and experience as himself, 
and equally obstinate and overbearing, Capt. 
Charles Elliott of Her Majesty's Navy, and 
between the two, affairs son got into such a 
tangle, that the most superficitl observer coald 
see that the only hope of disentanglement la 
in a recourse t> arms. Many things had, 
however, to happen first, and the Flag to 
submit to still mors unworthy insults. 

‘The attempts of Captain Elliot when he took 
upon himself the duties of Chief Superiatea- 
dent to carry out the instructions of Lord 
Napier were soarcely less unfortunate ; and 
Andina? as he afterwards declared, that the 
Viceroy had declined to accele to the condition 
of the instructions from H. M. Government 
asto the manner of his intercourse, he struck 
the British flag at the Fastories at Canton, 
aod retired to Macao in Decemb:r 1837, 

During the next year in pursuance of the 
newly awakened a agiinst opium, several 
Chinese were ostentstiously strangled in front 
of the Factories, and a remonstrance resulted 
in w moral lecture from tho viceroy, never- 
theless, remarkiag that Foreigners to» bad 
human hearts, the practice was for a time re- 
mitted: only fora time; for towards the vad of 
the next year preparations were made for 
strangling a culprit under the American flag- 
stiff, which resulted ia the U. 8. Consul hauling 
down his flag; and the foreigners generally 
interfering to prevent the iusilt, a dangerous 
riot took place. Captain Elliott who was at the 
tims on board ship at Whampoa, on hearing 
of the disturbance, came up to protect the 
Factory with a haodred aod twenty armed 
men. A few days after he issued an order tpat 
all Beitish vesvls trading in opiam withia 
the Hogue shoald remove, and not return; and 
that ia case any Chinese should be ki fo 
consequence of poersistencg in the t , he 
would in case of the seisare by the Chinese of 
the delinquent take no steps for his pro- 
tection; even if awarded capita panishment 
axa penalty. Captain Hiliott was from long 
conviction a hater of the oplum trade, 
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and his dislike often carried him beyond the 
bounds of discretion; indeed a mistake as tg the 
intention of bis powers of control over British 
subjects occasioned a breach between him and 
the mercantile body, and led to severe reorimina- 
tions from Lord Palmerston, who was now 
convinced of the impossibility of avy longer 
tubmitting to the childish insul's of the Canton 
mandarins. 

Like other weak administrators sent out at 
various times to represent British interests in 
Chine, Capt. Elliott, despairing of being able 
to move the ob:tinate Chinese, whom he ha! no 
force to compel, consoled himself by turning his 
supposed powers under the Orders in Council 
arvinst his owa nationals. To prevent a 
recurrenca of these misanderstandinge, [ord 
Palmerston emphas‘zed in his instructions the 
fact, that. however suitable it might have been 
for the officers of a trading corporation, sach as 
hdd been in China the old Company to snbmit 
to being treated as inferiors, it was essentially 
necessary to keep in mind that.the superintend- 
enis, as rapresanting the Sovereign, could 
only properly communicate, and on eqnal terms, 
with the direct officers of the Chinass Govern- 
ment, Unfortunately Lord Palmerstoo, know- 
ing how edverse the nation was from any 
scheme that might be construed into an aot of 
aggression, and having little confidence in 
Elliott's discretion, avoided giving him the only 
practical means of dealing with a weak 
bombastic nation, as was China at that time.

PREDACEANS IN THE NEW 
TERRITORY. 


Alone on tha hills in the New Territory, and 
unarmed, it is not a pleasant expsrience to 
encounter the “cheetih,” a species of leopard. 
Although tbe animal is not so ferocious as 
the tiger, still it is a beast of prey, and 
when two followed Mr. Ilett, chief timekeeper 
oo the Kowloon Canton Railway, last week, he 
began to feel very uncomfortabls. Mr. Ilett 
was crossing from the works at Shatin to the 
south face of the tunnel on a China pony, and 
was ascending the hill which looks down on the 
works at Kowloontsai when he saw two 
“ cheetahs” some distance above him, and to the 
left of his track. He also observed that the 
animals made their way to the rear, and what was 
more, that they were following him. Several 
times, while proceeding on his way, he stopped 
and turned roucd, each time to see the “ cheetabs”’ 
stop too. All the way up the precipitous track 
they were his unwelcome att-ndante, and as he 
turned on descending the hill track which 
leads to the south face railway wor-s, the 
horseman saw the two animals crowning the 
hill. Here, however, they found they were near 
the hsunta of man, gave up the pursuit, and Mr. 
Tlett reached his destination safely. 


AN OVERDUE STEAMER. 


No little anxiety was felt in shipping circles 
regarding the fate of the s:eamer ‘ ‘! aiwan” 
which was overdue at Saigon from this port. 
She left Hongkong on the 25th October with 
over 500 Chinese passengers on board and should 
have reached the southern port some days ago. 
Her owners, the Wing Fat applied to 
Admiral Moore to send a warship to look for 
her and H.M.S. “ Astrea’’ was despatched. 
A steamer arrived in port from Saigon 
reported having seen the “Taiwan” in the 
typhoon when she was making heavy weather 
of it. 


The owners of the steamer Tacwan, the 
Wing Fat, on Nov. 6th received information 
from Saigon that the vessel bad arrived safely at 
that port. Stress of weather was the caus; of 
the delay, aud the captain was forced to seak a 
safe anchorage in which to ride out the typhoon. 

H.M &. dsérea left at noon on the 5th, in 
search of the missing vessel, bat when the 
owners received tidings of her safe arrival at 
Saigon they immediately informed the Naval 
Authorities, and the warship was recalled 
by wireless telegraphy. It got the message, 
and re-entered harbour last night.

While travelling through the Iwao Prefeo- 
ture of Japan recently, ao agricultural stadont 
learned from an intelligent farmer that in his 
section of the couotry, a man may be said to 
be well-to-do who owns land to the extant of 
nearly five aores and tills it himself. He can 
do this only when his family consists of ten 
healthy members. If less, he must hire out- 
siders to help him. Such a plot of land ia 
a good year may yield £60 worth of produce. 
Out of this amount, he has to defray for 
expenses, £8 for manure, £10 for taxes of all 
kinds, national, prefectural, etc. This woald 
leave £42 to be spent for aac purposes 
throughout th» yoar. Now the farmer and 
his family will probsbly consuma £33 worrh 
of produce daring the year for food, leaving 
only £9 for all other expenses. Yet this min 
is a well-to-do farmer. Not more than ouae 
in ten balongs to his class. It is easy, there- 
fore, to imagine the farmer’s plight in a bai 
year.

PIECE GOODs. 

Messrs. Noel, Murray & Co.'s Report on the 
Shanghai Piece Goods ‘I'rade, dated Shanghai, 
31st October, 1907, has the following :—The 
depressed state of our market has not been 
improved during the interval by the news of the 
financial troubles in New York. The drain of 
gold from the] London market that has been the 
consequence has naturally depreciated silver, and 
exchange here hag guffered another fall. With 
the further widening of the margin between the 
ideas of sellers and buyers in this way business 
has become more impossible than ever, ag holders 
continue to hope againrt hope and defer facing 
the inevitable losscs that are staring them in the 
face. In the meanwhile the country markets do 
not get a chance of responding to the situation 
here as many of the second hand holders, who had 
been astute enuugh to settle exchange on the 
higher basis, can supply the requirements for 
consumption eight to ten per cent. under what 
others can do it at. In this way what demand 
there is is readily satisfied without raising prices 
to any adequate extent, the only consolation to 
first hand holders being the counteracting effect | 
of the lower exchunge on the easier terms at 
which goods are now obtainable in the producing 
centres, ‘Ihis must curtail supplies to a certain 
extent, and that is the one thing now necessary 
to put the trade on a proper basis again. The 
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are prevalent and in some parts the Rice crops 
are endangered, and yet the permission ta export 
large quantities to Japan still holds good. The 
water in the Yangtsze is unusally high for the 
time of the year, making navigation very difficult 
and delaying shipments to Szechuen. The 
Northern markets are not showing much life. 
From Messrs. Wheelock & Co.’s Report, dated 
Shanghai, October 31st, 1997.—The market is 
exceedingly quiet in all its branches, the lateness 
of the crops, which are not more than one-quarter 
harvested throughout most of the principal parts 
of the Yangtze valley, being responsible in large 
part for the backwardness of any usual autumn 
demand from many quarters. The water in the 
upper Yangtze is reported to be very high for 
this season and hag hindered clearances for some 
of the interior points, while continuous rain has 
also deterred clearances for the nearer points, 80 
the week's business has been of a very dull 
character. The Northern markets continue to be 
very lifeless, Tientsin doing nothing, while New- 
chwang confines itself to a trifling business in 
Dyed and Fancy Goods and a small trade in 
American Sheetings, buying only as it can sell 
for cash, this latter market having had a suffi- 
ciently drastic lesson upon the effects of over- 
trading to warrant its vresent strictly conserv- 
ative Lusiness; it would, however, appear that it 
will have to subsist on very light stocks through- 
out the winter in consequence, which is a good 
augury for improved conditions in the spring. 
Home prices are easier owing to the lower price 
of cotton, which has presumably slumped owing 
to the weight of the new crop now beginning to be 
marketed, and the disability of the banks enabl- 
ing it to be held by reason of the present financial 
crisis in America. Grey Shirtings.—Stockholders 
have been endeavouring during the week to force 
an advance in prices to compensate for the loss 
in exchange but without much success so far, 
This has naturally hindered business a good deal 
and very few lots have changed hands. Prices 
at auction were rather on the easy side. T.- 
Cloths.— We have not heard-of any business in 


pessimistic ideasof the United States, as regards 
the future of their export trade in this part of the 
world are not justified. Trade out here has 
certainly not developed so rapidly as was expected 
it would do, and besides it has to withstand some 
very severe opposition, and that on lines which 
defied competition, during the last twelve months. 
‘Taking all the circumstances into consideration, 
therefore, the rate at which goods have gone into 
actual consumption during the past ten months 
cannot be considered altogeter unsatisfactory. 
‘There is one thing certain, and that is the native 
dealers here, perhaps encouraged hy importers to 
some extent, have during the last few years been 
altogether too optimistiv, and held stocks fur 
profits that were not warranted, if they wished to 
keep the trade goiny, quite forgetting the 
principle that prompt sales and quick returns pay 
best in the long run, and would hare, to a great 
extent, stifled the competition that has been 
encouraged by the high prices consumers in the 
country had to pay. With the increased cost of 
living it was not possible to continue paying such 
prices, and cheaper substitutes were readily 
welcomed, To carry on a satisfactory and 
successful trade out here in future Manchester 
and the United States must try to work more in 
harmony. The latter have succeeded in captur- 
ing the markets for heavy goods, almost as much 
through the efforts of traders belonging to 
other nationalities as to her own, however; but 
the absurd idea of buying to cut Manchester 
out of this trade altogether, must appeal now 
to those, who at one time held such views, 
as a very unprofitable task. And yet all her 
commercial publications are full of articles 
urging manufacturers to all sorts of other 
branches, already kept more than fully supplied 
by Manchester and with very poor results to 
those who hive the final handling of them. 
Since the date of our last report the course of the 
Liverpool cotton market has been watched with 
some consternation by importers here. No doubt 
the weakness in New York, engendered by the 
financial troubles there, accounts for the decline 
that has taken place in Mid American, the lowest 
point touched being on the 29th inst., when spot 
was quoted 5.81d. and “futures” 5.6ld. To-day a 
slight recovery is advised to 5.87d. owing to the 
better feeling in New York, where quotations 
had dropped to 10 ceats for December and 10.25 
cents for March. The Manchester and New 
York markets are both lower for cotton goods, 
which of course the drop in exchange counteracts 
to some extent and no one here has the courage 
to buy. Egyptian Cotton is down an eithth to 
10-16d, Trade with the Y Ports is not 
very brisk, floods on account of the heavy rains 


these. Auctions steady. Jeans.—A small busi- 
ness has been done in Nine “Sing.” Auctions 
improved a few candareens. White Shirtings.— 
The market continues exceedingly quiet and only 
two small sales have been made public. Drills 
and Sheetings.—We have heard of no business in 
the former heyond a sale of Massachussetts Fly- 
ing Horse at Tls. 4.15. In Sheetings a sale of 
native made goods under Blue Two Staga at Ts. 
3.35 is reported, and American Sheetings have 
heen resold to Newchwang on a very fair scale at 
an advance of about 2} to 5 candareens over last 
prices. Cotton Flannels.—The market is nomin- 
ally ut about the same leved as last week but 
little or no business seems to have been done. 
Dyed and Fancy Cottons.—A sale of 300 pieces 
Dyed Cords, Woman Chop, at Tls. 0.32 per yd. is 
all that we lave heard of. The markct for all 
classes of goods under this head is very quiet 
and the volume of resales tu the River Ports 
seems to have fallen off probably on account of 
the high water. Fast Black Cotton Lastings 
were on the whole inclined to be weaker at 
auctions though several chops realized hetter 
figures than last week. Worsteds and Woollens. 
—Nothing has been reported during the interval. 
At auctions Lastings were firmer, but other 
Woollens were, if anything, easier. Cotton.— 
Demand for the local staple has been of an 
insignificant character during the week and prices 
have been steadily off.

Strawbraid.—Demand from America has 
been fairly brisk on 7-ends Split and Shansi 
Mottled, but has slackened up during last two or 
three days. Splits continue to arrive, but Shansi 
Mottled stocks are exhausted.

Wool.—Sheeps.—Little cargo 
coming forward. The tendeficy is rather bearish. 
Wood oil—Market strong, prices firm. 
Antimony.—Market unchanged.
